Tlie 
day sot for his nuptials isath Sulnmith arrives ; SoIotuoti liitnsrlf appears in the temple to 
witness the cuiubration ; Assad seems inclined to return to inn faith, but on seeing the 
Qu; c-u enter the sacred edifice, his unbaUowed passion revives, and he pubhcly spurns 
Ids devoted bride. Solomon, suspecting the truth, conjures the Queen to sohe this 
xnystiary, but she declares that she does not know Assad and has neTsr seen him.

Assad, whose hfe hau been 
spared, but who is condemned by 'the King to perpetual baniahment, strays re|)enfr> 
andy in the Syrian desert Once more he meets the Istoe Queen who exhausts her 
Hodwetive eloquence, but in Tain. Assad remains deaf to her pleadings and is resolved 
to atone Iiis ^aiilt by sincere re]>eiitnnce. He e\]iires v.\ the amiH of Sidamitb who, 
ni foiiiiuiiiicfl hy \n-v nmideus, is ti!i\ « rsiiiL' tlio deseit on her waj to her cloistral 
seclusiim and has found her faithless lover lamiing and dyiu^.
